Goose Lake heritage 
is a campaign issue 


Goose Lake’s scruffy heritage of 
uncontrolled drug abuse is putting new zing 
into historically mundane political 
campaigns. 

Everybody is getting a piece of the action. 

It is the first arena developed in the 
campaigns of Gov. Milliken and State 
Senator Sander M. Levin and the first round 
showed both to be in mid-season fighting 
trim. 

The issue — rising from the three-day rock 
festival in Jackson county where marijuana 
and harder drugs were sold openly — is 
taking the play away from taxes, parochiaid 
and jobs. 

Public alarm is cresting on the campaign 
trails. 

Milliken made a statewide broadcast from 
his office on a Sunday night to spell out his 
seven-point plan to ban a recurrence. State 
Police Director Col. Fredrick E. Davids said 
violence would have resulted from arrests 
inside the park. 

Levin, the Democratic candidate against 
Milliken Nov. 3, said Milliken didn’t tell it 
straight and demanded air time to give his 
version. It was granted and he will appear in 
a similar format. 

Each accused the other of making drug 
abuse a political issue, which — despite the 
oratory — it is now. 


Speaking of schools 


“I regard drug abuse as the chief menace 
to public health in existence today and 1 
intend to use all of the resources of the state 
to combat that meance,” Milliken said. 

“But beyond the governmental efforts, 
there must come parental efforts and 
individual efforts. 

“For the fact is that no collection of 
programs and no pile of position papers can 
bring an end to this epidemic.” 

Levin says Milliken’s solution is not 
enough. 

He is proposing a $10 million “substance 
abuse” program, including alcoholism as well 
as drug addiction. It would be orchestrated 
by the Michigan Department of Health. 

Levin says there is a tendency to consider 
drug abuse as a crime problem, that it should 
be — like alcoholism — regarded as a public 
health problem. 

‘The basic unit of responsibility for 
coordination of a comprehensive program of 
treatment and control should be at the level 
of state government,” Levin said. 

His program would embrace prevention 
efforts in the schools, among parents, in law 
enforcement agencies and would include 
residential care, community care and field 
service programs.

Community - school concept studied

Residents of the Huron School District will 
have an opportunity to participate in a variety of 
activities come September. The Huron Board of 
Education has entered into an agreement with 
Eastern Michigan University to assist the Huron 
School District in developing a community school 
program. 

The Huron School District has employed Roger 
Benner as its community' school director. It will be 
the responsibility of Mr. Benner to establish 
programs that wQl appeal to everyone in the 
community. Meeting the needs of the people 
through education, recreation, social programs and 
other activities is the general purpose of 
community school programming. 

Mr. Benner comes to Huron after serving the 
Montabella Community School system as 
community school director. Having received his 
Master of Arts degree in community education at 
Central Michigan University, Mr. Benner is a 
doctoral candidate at Michigan State University. 


He attended the Enabel Workshop on the MSU 
campus, which ended on Aug. 7. Mr. Benner, 
married and the father of two sons, will have his 
office in Huron High School. 

Parents as well as students are strongly urged to 
respond to the questionnaire that each resident Of 
Huron School District will receive in the mail, the 
Huron Schools Reporter, within a week or so. 
Programs will be scheduled according to the 
requests of the community. Here is an opportunity 
for each person to get involved in whatever class or 
activity which meets his or her needs. 

Community school, what is it? This might be a 
question you would like answered. The 
community school concept is not new or 
inovative. It is sometimes compared to the “little 
red school house” days when the school was used 
in a mutiple of ways — for academic learning, 
social gatherings, town meetings and other 
activities scheduled to meet the needs of 
the community. 


Perhaps you are familiar with the community 
school concept if you have visited the Flint school 
system. With the financial assistance of Charles 
Stewart Mott, an industrialist of Flint who worked 
with the community, the Flint schools established 
one of the countries most recognized, successful 
programs of community service. 

The school is the basis for all programs. It 
becomes the center or the so-called heartbeat of 
the area. Programs are scheduled to serve the 
educational needs’. 

School doors are known to be open after the 
school day ends for the students. However, many 
of the same day students return for activities in 
the evening, bringing with them their parents, 
relatives and friends. 

An opportunity for community involvement 
wQl present itself when school opens in the fall.

Only 3 out of 10 think life 
is better than it was 10 years 
ago and 4 think it is worse 
Racial tensions and .inflation 
are cited as the chief 
aggravations but only 3 of the 
10 feel Mr. Nixon could do 
more to stop inflation. The 
reaction is evenly divided on 
his family assistance plan, 
with 5 in favor and 5 
opposed. 

“This town wasn’t bad 
when it was all Irish, French 
and English,” said a voluble 
Irishman. “But now we’ve got 
the Portuguese and the Latins 
and some blacks. We’ve got 
lots of crime and welfare. 
People are living better but 
it’s a more hazardous 
existence.” 

A similar pattern of 
thinking emerged from a 
sample of 10 industrial 
workers (7 Democrats, 2 
R e publicans, and an 
Independent) in Evansville. 
There the swing to Mr. Nixon 
was even more pronounced. 7 
voted for Humphrey in 1968 
but only 3 woula vote for 
him or any of the other 
Democrats today. 

This political defection is 
the most tangible sign of 
what is being diagnosed as the 
demoralized mood of the 
industrial workers. The more 
subtle sign is an unusually 
high proportion of people 
who angrily refuse, often 
with a heavy accent, to 
discuss politics at all. 

Many with low status 
employment are more apt 
then ever to dress up their job 
descriptions. Janitors 
invariably describe themselves 
as maintenance men. One 
lady said she did alterations. 
”1 guess,” she added, “you 
would say I am a seamstress.

Add the com after 
the soup is made and reheat.

he gourmet 
food item 

Have you ever thought of 
pork as an economical 
gourmet food? 

It can be. Pork lends itself 
to an infinite array of 
seasonings, accompaniments 
and cooking methods, 
according to Marilyn Mook, 
food specialist with Michigan 
State University’s 
Cooperative Extension 
Service. 

Herbs such as caraway, 
marjoram, thyme, sage, and 
basil have a special affinity 
for pork, as do such spices as 
cloves, ginger, pepper and 
curry. 

Fruits and vegetables can 
enhance the flavor of richly 
browned pork roasts and 
chops, Miss Mook added. Tart 
apples, cranberries and 
oranges, and sweet fruits like 
prunes, raisins, peaches and 
apricots combine especially 
well with pork. 

Salads can feature some of 
these tart and sweet fruits. 
Cinnamon apples, applesauce 
and cranberry -orange 
combine as well with fresh 
pork as raisin sauce does with 
baked ham. 

A tart vegetable like kraut, 
or sweet vegetables such as 
squash and sweet potatoes are 
good accompaniments to 
fresh pork and ham. 

Instead of limiting your 
choice to the more expensive 
chops and loin roasts, choose 
from the wide variety of low 
cost cuts of fresh and cured 
pork — pork blade steaks, 
somoked shoulder roll, pork 
rib and sirloin chops, boneless 
picnic, smoked pork 
shoulder, pork shoulder butt, 
pork sausage, and pork liver. 

A good browning and 
thorough slow cooking will 
bring out the best flavor of 
any pork cut and will make it 
juicy and tender. You should 
roast pork In a 325 -degree 
oven and use a meat 
thermometer to avoid either 
overcooking or undercooking, 
said Miss Mook.

Mackinac Bridge walk 
to start early this year 


The 13th Annual Mackinac 
Bridge Walk will get under 
way a half hour earlier than 
usual, at 7:30 a.m. on Labor 
Day morning, Monday, Sept. 
7, it was announced today by 
Prentiss M. Brown, Chairman 
of the Mackinac Bridge 
Authority. 

Once again Governor 
Milliken will participate in 
the ‘World’s Greatest Walking 
Event* and weather 
permitting he’ll lead close to 
20,000 men, women and 
children on the annual trek 
over the historic Straits of 
Mackinac,” said Brown. 

“The Labor Day Mackinac 
Bridge Walk has grown into a 
widely popular Michigan 
tradition since that rainy 
morning in 1958 when 
then-Govemor Williams led 
some 65 members of the 
International Walkers 
Association over the bridge. 

The popularity of the 
bridge walk, the only time 
pedestrians are permitted, has 
grown phenomenally — 
attracting people of all ages, 
from all walks of life and 
from all over the Midwest. 

“Pleasure walking is the 
main aim of the event, but 
for those who want to, the 
International Walkers 
Association will conduct 
speed walk races for men, 
women, boys and girls with 
medals for winners, starting 
at 7:15 a.m. There is a 
nominal registration fee and 
contestants can sign up for 
the race at the Bridge fare 
plaza (north side) prior to the 
7:15 a.m. starting time.” 

Walkers are urged to be in 
St. Ignace the night before 
the walk. The city by the 
Straits rolls out the red carpet 
annually for Labor Day 
walkers. The Pere Marquette 
Pageant, ‘The Black Gown 
Tree” is presented free of 
charge on Friday, Saturday 
and Sunday, Sept. 4, 5, and 
6. This is the dramatic 
production which depicts the 
life of Father Marquette, who 
founded St. Ignace 299 years 
and explored the Mississippi, 
opening up the Midwest for 
subsequent pioneers. 

Bridge walkers are 
reminded that transportation 
northbound on Labor Day 
morning will be slow and 
congested. Walkers should 
keep this in mind. Nobody 
will be permitted to start 
walking after 10 a.m. and the 
bridge will be cleared of all 
walkers by noon. That is why 
being on the north side on 
the night before is so 
important. 

North and south motor 
vehicle traffic is maintained 
during the walk on the two 
west lanes of the Bridge. 
However, congestion often 
developes southbound and 
crossings are slowed down 
until noon. Travelers 
returning to the Lower 
Peninsula are advised to make 
their plans accordingly.

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Water system 
contract let 


One of the last major 
contracts needed to complete 
the regional water system’s 
Lake Huron Water Plant has 
been approved by the Detroit 
Board of Water 
Co mmissioners, 
policy-makers for the Detroit 
Metro Water Department 
(DMWD). 

A $10,420,000 contract to 
build filter beds and an 
administration building has 
been awarded tentatively to 
the low bidder, Butler 
Construction, of Salt Lake 
City, DMWD General 
Manager Gerald J. Remus 
said. 

The contractor will build 
concrete structure for 40 
filter beds in a 620 by 
290-foot building and equip 
half of the beds with troughs, 
piping and instrumentation. 
The remaining filters will be 
equipped in the future. 

In operation the filters will 
use layers of granulated 
anthracite coal, find sand and 
gravel to screen out 
impurities. Operation and 


washing of the filters, and 
most other plant functions 
will be controlled from the 
administration building, 
Remus said. 

Other related contracts are 
well underway, including 
those for settling basins, 
chemical building, pumping 
plant, the 26 1/2 mile pipeline 
Trom the plant to a DMWD 
pipeline already in service 
between Detroit and Flint, 
the intake inLake Huron, and 
a six-mile tunnel from the 
intake to the plant. 

The last major contract, 
for construction of a building 
to house pumps to push 
water under pressure into the 
pipeline toward Detroit and 
Flint, will be awarded soon. 

DMWD is erecting the 
filtration plant on a site 
about five miles north and 
west of Port Huron a mile 
from the Lake Huron 
shoreline. The intake is five 
miles from shore. Remus said 
the plant should be in service 
by 1972.

The uninhabited Hill recently had such kind words for one 
of the courses he played while on the pro tour — branding the 
golf environs as “fit only for cattle’’— that he was censured by 
tournament officials. 

There were no officials around however Saturday when Al 
Whited strolled into the club house at Fellows Creek Golf 
Course after completing and taking the first round lead in the 
11th annual City Golf Championships, and proceeded to cut 
up the course before his colleagues. 

‘This course isn’t bad,” remarked Whited who has been 
playing golf for nearly a quarter of a century. “Naw, this 
course isn’t bad — it’s atrocious.” 

Whited, with a golfer’s acuity, pin-pointed “the atrocities” 
and, those who were in the hearing range immediately agreed. 

‘The tees, the grass and the general condition of the course 
are bad,” said Whited. What’s it take to replace the divots?” he 

asked. 

If you’re not a psychiatrist, ora thick-skinned politician or 
a hard-nose sportsmen, you have no business engaging the 
38-year-old Taylor Center High School principal in dialogue on 
or off the course — he’ll proceed to cut you up with his 
innuendoes so neatly that the Surgeon General of the United 
States would even be proud of the incisions. 

To assure himself of a friendly gallery, the champ also has 
his pretty wife, daughter and son along the side lines. 

Whited, who wouldn’t be at the City Tournament if it 
wasn’t for a bit of frustration at the Michigan Open where he 
missed the cut by one stroke, pointed out “that Fellows Creek 
has tremendous potential.” 

“But, at present, that’s about all it has. I play here once a 
year, and this is that once.”

“This is the last time that Denny and myself will be out 
here,” said the usually reserved McKee. “We won’t spend 
another dime on this course.” 

Karl Stewart, a veteran golfer who was among the “originals 
to compete in the tournament when it was organized years 
ago, was disappointed in the progress of development of the 
course, which is located in Canton Township off of Lotz Rd. 

“When they first built this it was really something. But as 
the years went by they let things get out of hand. This is really 
a good golf course if they would just take care of it. 

“When you compared this layout with that of Shady 
Hollow, there is really no comparison. Shady Hollow is not a 
good course, but the guy over there works at it.” 

Golfers are known to play hide-and-seek when their ball 
goes astray, they do not, however, expect to play the same 
game when the fire it into orbit straight down the fairway. 

“Heck, I hit one right smack down the middle the other 
day on this course and couldn’t find the ball,” said Claude, 
Howard, another veteran golfer.

New cliches spoil ‘Landlord’

It is becoming increasingly 
ironic that the new wave of 
American directors, whose 
avowed aim is to sweep away 
the cliches of irrelevant 
filmdom carefully nurtured in 
the so-called golden era, are 
developing a whole new set of 
cliches. 

But, where the old 
cliches — if cliches they 
were— at least served to 
entertain a generation 
nurtured on popcorn at the 
Bijou, the new cliches 9eem 
mainly designed to promote 
the artistic integrity of the 
director without furthering 
the medium. 

This is not to say that 
experimentation is now 
welcome. A fast adherence to 
yesterday would have cost us 
the fine new wave directors 
ranging from Fellini In Italy 
to Bergman in Sweden to 
Mike Nichols here. And this 
doesn’t say that every 


experiment has to succeed. 
We learn from failures. 

But it still doesn’t explain 
what Hal Ashby has done to 
“The Landlord,” a 
potentially engaging idea in 
which Beau Bridges, a youth 
disenchanted with his parents 
wealthy life, sets off to be a 
slumlord. 

“The Landlord” contains 
several scenes good enough to 
be framed. His opening- 
encounter with his new 
neighborhood is one. Here he 


ia terrified by a bunch of 
clowning idlers, chases off a 
bunch of young car strippers, 
accidentally driving off with 
one of them hiding in his car 
who, when discovered, 
demands $2 for cigarettes or 
he will accuse Bridges of 
kidnapping hLm. 

Then there is the 
marvelous confrontation 
between Pearl Bailey, one of 
his tenants, and Lee Grant, 
Bridges' frantic society 
mother. What a Jewish 
mamma solves with chicken 


soup, Mias Bailey meets with 
chitlins, pot likker and wine. 

And Bridges, who has 
matured greatly as an actor 
slnc^ his abortive effort In 
“Gaily, Gaily,” learns much 
from the trauma of fathering 
Diana Sands’ baby, from 
living in his slum and from a 
visit to a black militant 
school. He also finds himself 
after a discontented life in his 
charicature world. 

But Ashby couldn’t leave 
well enough alone. He cuts 


the picture back and forth 
like a jigsaw puzzle, inserts 
narratives, flashbacks, 
glmmlcked lighting — the 
white symbolism Is 
preposterous — and sets up 
every obstacle he can think 
of, every new cliche in the 
book, to establish his artistic 
credentials. He gives us a 
preposterous family where 
Bridges' father is in tobacco 
and his sister's fiance is in 
napalm. 

If this sort of thing Is 
designed to wreck a

potentially good movie, it 
succeeds admirably. What is 
needed is a lot more Pearl 
Bailey.

out a mass of facts about 
Crowhurst’s whole life; have 
analyzed the logbook* that he 
left behlnd-true records and 
fake records-have mapped his 
real course and have delved 
into the physhologlcal factors 
that led Crowhurst to commit 
a fake and then jump 
overboard when it became 
obvious that his hoax would 
be exposed. 

What It all comes down to 
is that Crowhurst was a man 
who all his life had to be the 
center of attention. His 
preparations for the race were 
botched and incomplete 
when the sailing deadline 


came, but he could not back 
out without losing face. And 
then when he realized his 
fakery would be disclosed, 
he became completely 
irrational. 

The authors have 
overloaded their narrative. In 
seeking veracity they have 
compiled too much detail, 
and only a patient reader can 
get through it all. 

Yet for those with 
persistence, it Is an interesting 
study in a frustrating drama 
of the sea.

(Editor's Note: The 
following article was 
submitted by Rev. Allen B. 
Rice II, former pastor of 
United Methodist Church of 
Belleville and now Associate 
Director of the Michigan 
Council on Alcoholic 
Problems. It is the first of a 
series on the problem of the 
drinking driver.) 

In the face of mounting 
traffic fatalities caused by 
persons under the influence 
of alcohol MICAP has 
recommended formation of 
life-saving teams in local 
communities to arrange 
transportation home for 
persons whose alcohol 
consumption might endanger 
their lives or the lives of other 
motorists or pedestrians. 

This volunteer escort 
service is the brainchild of 
MICAP’s associate director, 
Allen Rice, who has been 
seeking ways for local 
churches to become involved 
in a modern “good Samaritan 
approach” to the problem of 
drunk driving, “Operation 
Escort” is aimed *t reducing 
Michigan’s traffic toll, which 
reached an all-time high of 
2,487 in 1969. 

Studies have shown that 
more than half of those 
involved in fatal crashes are 
to some degree “under the 
influence of alcohol.” 

The idea of “Operation 
Escort” is not to gain an 
audience for preaching 
against the evils of drinking. 
Nor is it designed to offer a 
program of rehabilitation for 
alcoholics or problem 
drinkers. Its purpose is simply 
to provide a volunteer service 
to escort tipsy bar patrons 
home, so that they will not 
be -operating their 
automobiles while under the 
influence of alcohol. 

Plan of Organization 
for 

“Operation Escort” 

(1) The initial meeting 
could be called for by an 
interested pastor, or layman 
in the local church. Others in 
the community from outside 
the local church or from 
other congregations should be 
invited. 

(2) The initial meeting 
should feature an explanation 
of the overall drinking-driving 
problem. A local law 
enforcement officer could be 
helpful as one of the 
participants. 

(3) Volunteers should be 
asked to designate a specific 
time they would be willing to 
be on call. This might be one 
night a week or perhaps a 
night or two every month. 

(4) A telephone number 
must be secured and the 
phone manned either on an 
around-the-clock basis or on a 
part-time schedule, if the 
group decides to provide 
escort service only during 
evening hours. 

(5) Volunteers must be 
instructed and trained in 
handling persons who have 
overimbided. There should be 
no preaching, no judgments 
involved. The singular 
purpose of “Operation 
Escort” must always be kept 
in mind. 

(6) The chairman or 
someone designated by the

(7) The telephone number 
for “Operation Escort” 
should be left with licensees 
who indicate their interest in 
the plan. 

(8) When the volunteer 
group is organized and 
briefed on procedures, and 
when “Operation Escort’s” 
telephone number has been 
given to cooperating licensees 
in the area, you should be in 
business. 

“Operation Escort” is not 
represented to be the cure-all 
for the drunk driving 
problem. But it will offer 
Christians a unique 
opportunity to demonstrate 
their concern for the saving 
of lives on the highway. 

Properly managed, it will 
also give participants a new 
insight into alcoholrelated 
problems which could well 
have implicatons far beyond 
the initial project. 

Jesus advised the young 
man who inquired about who 
his neighbor was, to go and 
do as did the Good 
Samaritan. 

Why not let “Operation 
Escort” be one of the positive 
ways the modem Christian 
can meet one of the most 
perplexing problems of 
today’s society.

Figures tabulated by the 


DNR through late July show 
that Michigan’s 76 
administered state parks and 
recreation areas have drawn 
11 million day users, about 1 
million more than a year ago. 


Through that same period, 
state park workers issued 
more than 231,000 camping 
permits, topping the total for 
the end of last July by 
27,000. 


6,000 less than a year ago. 
This, too, says Dodge, 
indicates some progress has 
been made to provide more 
facilities to serve more 
people. 


At last count, this season’s 
sale of annual and daily 
motor vehicle permits had 
reached 540,650, an increase 
of 72,500 over the end of last 
July. 


This season’s higher 
attendance figure, by itself, 
might only reflect a higher 
level of repeat business. 
However, the upswing in 


permit sales reveals that a 
greater number of different 
people are being served by 
state parks in 1970, and 
that’s an important goal in 
the DNR, stresses Dodge.

While state park use is up 
this season, turnaway totals 
are down and that 
combination of things “suits 
us just fine,” reports DNR 
parks chief Robert O. Dodge. 

“Of course,” he adds, “we 
wish our parks people didn’t 
have to tum away anyone for 
lack of facilities and space. 
However, there are bound to 
be turnaways because we’re 
in a catch-up situation, trying 
to provide facilities for the 
growing number of 
recreationists who keep 
pouring into state parks.” 

As of late July, state park 
personnel had been forced to 
turn away about 4,000 more 
camper groups than the year 
before, but this is a marked 
improvement over last season 
when that total at this stage 
was 61 percent higher than at 
the end of July, 1968. 

The difference in 
narrowing this gap. Dodge 
points out, is that 800 new 
campsites were added to the 
state park system this season. 

Day -use turnaways at state 
parks through the same 
late-July period this season 
stood at about 31,400, some

LANSING - A $28.5 
million rate hike sought by 
Detroit Edison Co. because of 
what the company termed 
“unprecedented increases” in 
certain costs over the past 
two years will be the topic of 
a three-day public hearing in 
Lansing next month. 


The hearing before the 
State Public Service 
Commission is slated to begin 
Sept. 15. 


Edison, which serves 1.5 
million customers in 13 
Southeastern Michigan 
coynties, filed an application 
for the increase in early June, 
six weeks after receiving 
approval for its first rate hike 
in 21 years. 


That increase, approved by 
the commission April 22, 
totaled some $6.5 million. 
The company, which had 
asked a $48 million increase, 
appealed the commission 
decision to the Ingham 
County Circuit Court 

Atty. Gen. Frank Kelley 
became involved in the rate 
case last month, when he 
filed a “notice of 
intervention” in which he 
asked the commission to 
direct the company to show 
cause why its rates should not 
be reduced. 

Commission Chairman 
Willis F. Ward of Detroit said 
he hoped a decision on the 
increase application would be 


reached “as expeditiously as 
possible.” 

“The commission has 
indicated that it believes this 
and other rate cases can be 
more expeditiously 
determined if certain 
procedural steps are taken 
prior to the rate hearing,” 
Ward added. 


“One of these is the 
holding of the prehearing 
conference at which time 
Detroit Edison will furnish 
copies of its proposed 
testimony, exhibits and other 
working papers and a 
schedule of proposed rates 
and charges to accomplish the 
rate increase being sought.” 

Ward said such a 
conference, held Aug. 5, had 
been continued until Sept. 3. 

At the earlier hearing, 
Ward said, the utility revealed 
the total amount of the 
increase being sought. Under 
procedures used in the past, 
Detroit Edison would not 



reveal this information until 
after it had presented its 
testimony seeking to justify 
the need for an increase, the 
commission said. 

In some instances, the 
commission did not learn 
how much of an increase a 
utility sought until “many 
months” after the rate 
application was filed, Ward 
said. In addition, neither the 
commission nor the utility 
customers knew or could 
anticipate how the proposed 
increase would affect 
customers. 

“The commission hopes 


the new procedures that are 
being used in the Edison case 
will enable us to reach a 
decision within six months,” 
Ward said.

Drinking water supplied to 
3,800,000 southeastern 
Michigan residents meets all 
federal state water quality 
standards, Gerald J. Remus, 
general manager of Detroit 
Metro Water Department 
announced. 

“The survey of 900 
community water systems by 
the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare tends 
to cast doubt on any water 
system not included in the 
survey,*’ Remus 
acknowledged. 

“The federal agency 
looked at our water system 
when they considered making 
u s o n e of the nine target 
areas, but they never did 
apparently because our water 
quality and our past record of 
quality wouldn’t justify the 
study,” Remus said. 

‘.The survey has been in 
the mill since more 
responsiblity for water 
quality standards was 
transferred from the 
Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare to the 
Department of the Interior. 

‘‘Since the American Water 
Works Assocition established 
new goals for water quality — 


higher than state and federal 
standards - two years ago,” 
Remus said, “we’re the only 
major city meeting them.” 

At the Department’s four 
water treatment plants, 
sta te • I i censed chemists 
supervise water quality and 
treatment procedures 24 
hours a day. The City -County 
Health Department also 
inspects Detroit water. 

The State’s Department of 
Public Health inspects the 
water system and also 
establishes treatment plant 
design criteria and 
procedures, Remus said. 


The federal Water Quality 
Administration regularly 
checks water entering the 
system for traces of heavy 
metals. 


The Detroit’s water also 
has met Public Health Service 
standards for interstate use • 
such as replenishing ships’ 
drinking water supplies. 


“AH of these agencies haye 
given us a clean bill of 
health,” Remus pointed out.

system comes from two 
Detroit River intakes • one on 
Belle Isle, the second in the 
Fighting Island channel 
opposite Wyandotte. 

The Department is building 
a $120 million water intake 
and treatment plant on the 
Lake Huron shoreline, 
expressly to maintain high 
quality. 

“Water at the intake site, 
five miles from the American 
shore, has met Federal 
drinking water quality 
standards 70 per cent of the 
time over the last four years 
without any treatment at 
all,” Remus emphasized. 

The new Lake Huron plant 
will provide treatment similar 
to the system's four existing 
plants. 

Water will first be 
screened, chlorinated, and 
fluoridated. Then chemicals 
to reduce ordor and to settle 
out impurities will be added 
when necessary. Next, water 
will be filtered through 
granulated coal and sand to 
remove any remaining 
impurities. Before pumping it 
toward Detroit and Flint, 
more chlorine will be added. 


Work has started on a 
$3,683,000 project to 
strengthen the main runway 
at Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport so that it can handle 
jumbo 747 jets, it has been 
announced. 

The Aeronautics 
Commission of the Michigan 
Department of Commerce 
said the contractors are 
working dawn to dusk to 
complete the work by Oct. 5. 

The project calls for 
reconstruction of the center 
80 feet of the 200-foot wide 
runway for a distance of 
7,900 feet. The total length 
of the northeast -southwest 
runway is 10,500 feet. 

Aircraft landing at Detroit 
Metro are using a parallel 
runway while the main 
runway is under onstruction. 

Ann Arbor Construction 
Co. and Thompson McCulley 
Asphalt Paving Co., both of 
Ann A r bor , are the 
contractors on the project 
which is being financed with 


50 per cent federal funds, 25 
per cent state funds and 25 
per cent local funds.

The command module that 
carried astronauts Neil 
Armstrong. Ed Aldrin and 
Mike Collins to man's first 
walk on the moon has begun 
a 50-state, one-year tour of 
the United States. It is 
scheduled for display at the 
state capitol in Michigan from 
Aug. 28 to 31. 

Almost as much planning 
and coordination that went 
into Apollo 11 's first trip has 
been required for the tour. In 
fact, jt may have been easier 
to get the capsule to the 
moon than to the fifth states. 

The tour is being 
sponsored by the National 
Aeronautics and Space 
Administration with 
transportation being provided 
as a public service by the 
Heavy Specialized Carrier 
Conference of the American 
Trucking Association, 
Washington, D.C. 

The capsule, along with 
some moon rocks that were 
collected by the astronauts 
and the space suits they wore, 
is being transported on a 
specially built, 14-foot 
“lowboy" trailer. 

The width of the trailer 
exceeds the legal maximum 
highway width and a special 
permit had to be obtained in 
California and accented in 
each state. 

For safety reasons, the 
capsule will move during 
daylight hours only and will 
not move on Saturdays, 
Sundays and holidays. 

A total of 125 drivers from 
78 trucking companies have 
been furnished to move the 
trailer and its two escort cars 
on their 13,500-mile journey. 
A team of three drivers, 
headed by a “driver 
supervisor,” will move the 
capsule between the cities. 


Similar to the Apollo 
missions, the driver supervisor 
is chosen from the previous 
trip's team so that each 
supervisor will be experienced 
in the moving of the capsule. 

The tour scheduled was 
prepared so that the convoy 
will have the best weather 
conditions possible 
throughout the tour — north 
in the summer and south in 
the winter. The capsule will 
be in a different state capitol 
each weekend. 

There was difficulty in 
establishing a value for the 
historic capsule so, to play it 
safe, the Heavy Specialized 
Carriers Conference is 
carrying a $10 million 
insurance policy on it. 

The Lansing “capsule 
commander" will be driver 
Robert McGoffin from Grand 
Rapids. McGoffin was 
selected because of his good
